Words    of    Eternal    Life 


TESUS  always  spoke  as  one  having  authority.  His  words  challenged  men 
**  to  a  new  faith.  The  law  of  Moses  was  fulfilled.  It  was  a  school- 
master to  bring  men  to  Christ.  Years  of  tradition  and  law  had  made  it 
difficult  for  people  to  accept  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel  in  the  meridian 
of  time. 

As  He  taught  in  the  synagogue  in  Capernaum,  people  became  disturbed 
and  Jesus  recognized  this.  "Many  therefore  of  His  disciples,  when  they 
had  had  heard  this,  said,  This  is  an  hard  saying;  who  can  hear  it? 

"When  Jesus  knew  in  himself  that  His  disciples  murmered  at  it,  He 
said  unto  them,  Doth  this  offend  you?  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth;  the 
flesh  profiteth  nothing:  the  words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit, 
and  they  are  life.  But  there  are  some  of  you  that  believe  not  .  .  . 

"From  that  time  many  of  His  disciples  went  back,  and  walked  no  more 
with  Him. 

"Then  said  Jesus  unto  the  twelve,  Will  ye  also  go  away? 

Then  Simon  Peter  answered  him,  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?  thou 
hast  the  words  of  eternal  live."  (John  6:60-64,  66-68.) 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  under  the  inspired 
leadership  of  prophets,  speaks  the  words  of  Eternal  Life.  I  want  to  repeat, 
as  did  Peter,  "Lord  to  whom  shall  we  go,  thou  hast  the  words  of  Eternal 
Life." 

May  I  mention  a  few  things  in  this  field. 

FAMILY  AND  INDIVIDUAL  PRAYERS  offered  daily.  Are  we 
willing  to  seek  communion  with  our  Father  through  His  Spirit.  His  Spirit 
quickeneth  and  gives  us  strength  to  follow  and  obey. 

THE  SABBATH  was  made  for  man.  Observance  of  this  day  in  the 
proper  spirit  will  keep  one  "unspotted  from  the  world,"  said  the  Lord 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  (D&C  59:9.) 

PAYMENT  OF  TITHES  AND  OFFERINGS  in  the  season  thereof. 
Obedience  to  this  law  is  evidence  of  our  faith.  A  widow's  mite  of  1/10  is 
equal,  as  far  as  faith  goes,  to  a  rich  man's  payment  of  1/10.  We  just  can- 
not excuse  ourselves  in  this  field.  Dr.  George  H.  Brimhall  stated,  "Tithing 
is  the  acid  test  of  Mormonism." 

THE  LAW  OF  HEALTH  is  within  the  power  of  all  saints  to  live.  The 
Lord  said  that  the  Word  of  Wisdom  is  "adapted  to  the  capacity  of  the  weak 
and  the  weakest  of  all  saints,  who  are  or  can  be  called  saints,"  (D&C 
89:3)  and  has  promised  that  "all  Saints  who  remember  to  keep  and  do  these 
sayings,  walking  in  obedience  to  the  commandments,  shall  receive  health  in 
their  navel  and  marrow  to  their  bones  ;and  shall  find  wisdom  and  great 
treasures  of  knowledge,  even  hidden  treasures;  and  shall  run  and  not  be 
weary,  and  shall  walk  and  not  faint."  (D&C  89:18-20.) 

THE  ETERNAL  NATURE  of  family  relationship.  Eternal  progression 
is  within  the  scope  of  the  gospel  plan  and  perfection  with  our  families  is 
possible  to  all  who  work  for  it. 

Again  we  say  "Master  where  shall  we  go,  thou  hast  the  words  of 
Eternal  Life."  These  truths  are  given  for  us  to  live  by  and  also  every  word 
that  proceedeth  from  the  mouth  of  God's  servants.  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  he  "words  of  Eternal  Life."

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EDITORIAL 

He  That  Hath  Clean  Hands

WHERE  do  we  stand  on  important  questions?  Do  we  take  a  position 
at  all,  or  do  we  "just  pass?" 

It  requires  courage  to  take  a  stand,  and  sometimes  that  courage  is 
lacking. 

Eventually,  we  will  have  to  ask  ourselves  whether  we  are  on  the 
Lord's  side  of  the  line,  as  President  George  Albert  Smith  often  said,  or 
on  the  opposite  side.  There  may  be  some  who  attempt  to  straddle  the 
line  with  one  foot  on  each  side,  as  though  the  Lord  would  give  them  credit 
for  any  such  inconsistency. 

To  the  ancient  Laodiceans  he  said :  "Thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot : 
I  would  thou  wert  cold  or  hot.  So  then  because  thou  are  lukewarm,  and 
neither  cold  nor  hot,  I  will  spue  thee  out  of  my  mouth."  (Rev.  3:15,  16) 

So  we  cannot  be  indecisive  with  the  Lord. 

One  of  the  revelations  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  made  this  even 
clearer.  When  the  Lord  was  describing  those  who  do  not  enter  celectial 
glory.  He  evidently  spoke  of  some  who  were  given  the  opportunity  to  be 
on  the  Lord's  side,  but  failed.  "These  are  they  who  ARE  NOT  VALIANT 
IN  THE  TESTIMONY  OF  JESUS;  wherefore,  they  obtain  not  the  crown 
over  the  Kingdom  of  our  God." 

It  is  important  to  take  a  stand.  The  Psalmist  asked:  "Who  shall  stand 
in  his  holy  place?" 

Obviously  not  the  straddlers.  Then  who  shall  do  so? 

"These  are  they  who  received  the  testimony  of  Jesus  .  .  washed  and 
cleansed  of  all  their  sins  .  .  who  overcome  by  faith  .  .  .  who  are  just  and 
true."  (DC  76:51-53) 

Missionaries  in  the  field  often  say  that  they  do  not  mind  the  oppo- 
sition which  comes  to  them,  for  they  can  meet  it.  The  obstacle  which  is 
most  difficult  to  cope  with  is  indifference. 

This  same  problem  is  found  among  the  Saints  at  home  —  in  Zion. 

Indifference  is  one  of  our  worst  enemies.  It  keeps  people  from  taking 
a  stand.  It  makes  them  "lukewarm,"  keeps  them  from  being  valiant,  and 
makes  straddlers  of  those  who  never  quite  "overcome",  as  the  scripture 
says,  and  see  no  reason  for  making  the  effort. 

Indifference  makes  us  content  with  our  present  status.  It  makes  us 
compromise  with  the  world,  and  say,  "Eat,  drink  and  be  merry;  neverthe- 
less fear  God  —  he  will  justify  in  committing  a  little  sin;  yea,  lie  a  little, 
take  the  advantage  of  one  because  of  his  words,  dig  a  pit  for  thy  neighbour; 
there  is  no  harm  in  this;  and  do  all  these  things,  for  tomorrow  we  die; 
and  if  it  so  be  that  we  are  guilty,  God  will  beat  us  with  a  few  stripes,  and 
at  last  we  shall  be  saved  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  .  .  .and  others  he  will 
pacify,  and  lull  them  away  into  carnal  security,  that  they  will  say:  'All  is 
well  in  Zion,  yea,  Zion  prospereth,  all  is  well'  —  and  thus  the  devil 
cheateth  their  souls  and  leadeth  them  away  carefully  down  to  hell." 
(2  Nephi  28:8,21) 

There  can  be  no  middle  ground  with  the  Lord,  nor  straddling  of  the 
fence.  "He  that  ia  not  with  me  is  against  me"  the  Saviour  taught. 

But  how  many  try  that  straddling  process! 

Sometimes  it  is  "good  business,"  we  tell  ourselves;  at  other  times  we 
ask,  "But  what  will  people  say?"  as  though  it  reallv  mattered;  with  some, 
it  is  for  pleasure  or  personal  convenience. 

The  Lord  asks  consecration  and  dedication  of  us. 

He  expects  us  to  come  His  way  —  all  the  way  —  and  not  go  off  on  a 
tangent,  not  compromise  with  the  enemy,  not  weaken  in  our  effort  —  but

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TO    THE    YOUTH

T  HAVE  appreciated  my  brethren  and  sisters,  the  marvellous  counsel 
-*-  given  throughout  this  conference  to  the  parents  with  regard  to  their 
children.  I  wonder,  would  you  object,  would  it  be  in  order  if  I  ignored 
you  for  the  next  few  minutes,  and  spoke  directly  to  children  about  their 
obligation  to  their  parents? 

No  age  is  quite  so  carefree,  so  restless,  so  potential  as  high  school  years. 
Notwithstanding  the  outward  turmoils  and  nonconformity,  these  are  years 
of  quiet  inner  growth.  These  are  years  of  silent,  restless  maturing.  And  it 
is  to  our  youth  of  high  school  years  that  I  speak. 

A  few  days  ago,  I  visited  a  large  automobile  dealership  and  looked  at 
many  new  automobiles.  One  in  particular  caught  my  eye  —  a  convertible 
sports  model  with  all  of  the  fancy  equipment  you  could  imagine.  It  had 
push-button  everything  and  more  horsepower  than  a  division  of  cavalry. 
And  it  can,  be  purchased  for  onlv  7,000  dollars.  How  I  would  have  enjoyed 
a  car  like  that  when  I  was  in  high  school!  It  occured  to  me  that  you  may 
be  interested  in  owning  such  a  car. 

Do  you  have  an  imagination?  Imagine  with  me  that  I  am  your 
benefactor;  I  have  decided  to  present  to  a  typical  teenager  a  car  such  as 
this,  and  you  are  the  one  who  has  been  chosen.  On,  the  evening  of  the 
presentation,  I  see  that  you  are  not  quite  financially  able  to  run  such  a 
car,  so  I  generously  include  free  gas,  oil,  maintenance,  tyres,  anything 
your  car  will  use;  all  of  this,  and  the  bills  come  to  me. 

How  you  will  enjoy  that  car!  Think  of  driving  it  to  school  tomorrow. 
Think  of  all  the  new  friends  you  will  suddenly  acquire. 

Your  parents  may  be  hesitant  to  let  you  use  this  car  freely,  so  I 
will  visit  with  them.  I  am  sure  they  will  be  reluctant,  but  because  of  my 
position  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Church,  they  will  consent. 

Let  us  imagine,  then,  that  you  have  your  car,  everything  to  run  it, 
freedom  to  use  it. 

Suppose  that  one  evening  you  are  invited  to  attend  a  church  social. 
"There  are  just  enough  of  you  to  ride  in  my  station  wagon,"  your 
teacher  says.  "You  may  leave  your  car  home. "  When  they  come  to  take 
you  to  the  party,  you  suddenlv  remember  your  new  convertible  parked  at 
the  curb  with  the  top  down.  You  hastily  go  back  in  the  house  and  give 
the  keys  to  your  father,  asking  that  he  put  it  in  the  garage,  for  it  looks 
as  if  it  may  rain.  Your  father,  of  course,  obediently  agrees.  (It  is  interest- 
ing how  obedient  parents  have  become  these  days.) 

Later  you  come  home  and  notice  your  car  is  not  at  the  curb.  "Dear 
old  dad,"  you  muse,  "always  willing  to  help  out."  But  as  the  station 
wagon  pulls  into  the  driveway  and  the  lights  flash  into  the  garage,  you 
see  it  stands  empty. 

You  rush  into  the  house,  find  father,  and  ask  that  very  urgent  question. 

"Oh,  I  loaned  it  to  someone,"  he  responds. 

Then  imagine,  seriously  imagine,  a  conversation  such  as  this. 

"Well,  who  was  it?" 

"Oh,  that  boy  who  comes  by  here  regularly." 

"What  boy?" 

"Oh,  that  .  .  .  well,  I  have  seen  him  pass  here  several  times  on  his 
bicycle." 

"What  is  his  name?" 

"Well,  I'm  afraid  I  didn't  find  out." 

"Where  did  he  take  the  car?" 

"That  really  wasn't  made  clear." 

"When  will  he  bring  it  back?" 
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"Well,  there  really  wasn't  any  agreement  of  that." 

Then  suppose  that  your  father  should  say  to  you,  with  some  im- 
patience, "Now  you  calm  down.  He  rushed  in  here.  He  needed  a  car.  You 
weren't  using  it.  He  seemed  to  be  in  a  frantic  hurry  over  something,  and 
he  looked  like  an  honest  boy,  so  I  gave  him  the  keys.  Now  relax.  Go  to 
bed.  Calm  down.'" 

I  suppose  under  the  circumstances  you  would  look  at  your  father 
with  that  puzzled  expression  and  wonder  if  some  important  connection 
had  slipped  loose  in  his  thinking  mechanism. 

It  would  take  a  foolish  father  to  lend  such  an  expensive  piece  of 
equipment  on  an  arrangement  such  as  that  —  particularly  one  that  be- 
longed to  you. 

I  am  suie  that  you  have  anticipated  the  moral  of  this  little  illustra- 
tion, you  of  high  school  age.  It  is  in  these  years  that  dating  begins  —  this 
custom  of  two  sets  of  parents  lending  their  teenagers  to  one  another  for 
the  necessary  and  the  important  purpose  of  their  finding  their  way  into 
maturity  and  eventually  into  marriage.  Perhaps  for  the  first  time  you 
notice  and  you  begin  to  resent  the  interest  of  your  parents  in  and  their 
supervision  of  your  activities. 

Dating  leads  to  marriage.  Marriage  is  a  sacred  religious  covenant  and 
in  its  most  exalted  expression  mav  be  an  eternal  covenant.  Whatever  pre- 
paration relates  to  marriage,  whether  it  be  personal  or  social,  concerns 
us  as  members  of  the  Church 

Now,  I  speak  very  plainly  to  you,  my  young  friends.  If  you  are  old 
enough  to  date,  you  are  old  enough  to  know  that  your  parents  have  not 
only  the  right  but  the  sacred  obligation,  and  they  are  under  counsel  from 
the  leaders  of  the  Church  to  concern  themselves  with  your  dating  habits. 

If  you  are  mature  enough  to  date,  you  are  mature  enough  to  accept 
without  childish,  juvenile  argument  their  authority  as  parents  to  set  rules 
of  conduct  for  you. 

No  sensible  father  would  lend  your  new  convertible  to  anybody,  to 
go  anywhere,  to  dc  anything    to  come  back  anytime. 

If  you  are  old  enough  to  date,  you  are  old  enough  to  see  the  very 
foolishness  of  parent?  who  would  lend  their  children  on  any  such  an 
arrangement.  Don't  ask  your  parents  to  permit  you,  their  most  precious 
possession,  to  go  out  on  such  flimsy  agreements. 

Actually,  the  loan  of  the  car  would  not  be  so  serious  as  you  suppose: 
for  should  it  be  completely  destroyed,  it  could  be  replaced.  There  are  some 
problems  and  some  hazards  with  dating  for  which  there  is  no  such  fortu- 
nate solution. 

When  you  are  old  enough,  you  ought  to  start  dating.  It  is  good  for 
voung  men  and  women  to  learn  to  know  and  to  appreciate  one  another.  It 
is  good  for  you  to  go  to  games  and  dances  and  picinics,  to  do  all  of  the 
young  things.  We  encourage  our  young  people  to  date.  We  encourage  you 
to  set  high  standards  of  dating. 

When  are  you  old  enough?  Maturity  may  vary  from  individual  to 
individual,  but  we  are  rather  of  the  conviction  that  dating  should  not 
even  begin  until  well  into  your  teens.  And  then,  ideal  dating  is  on  a 
group  basis.  None  of  this  steadv  dancing,  steady  dating  routine.  Steady 
dating  is  courtship,  and  surely  the  beginning  of  courtship  ought  to  be  de- 
layed until  you  are  almost  out  of  your  teens  . 

Dating  should  not  be  premature.  You  should  appreciate  your  parents 
if  they  see  to  that.  Dating  should  not  be  without  supervision,  and  you 
should  appreciate  parents  who  see  to  that. 

Young  people  sometimes  get  the  mistaken  notion  that  the  religious 
attitude  and  spirituality  interfere  with  youthful  growth.  They  assume  that 
the  requirement  of  the  Church  are  interferences  and  aggravations  which 
thwart  the  full  expression  of  young  manhood  and  young  womanhood. 

How  foolish  is  the  youth  who  feels  that  the  Church  is  a  fence  around 
love  to  keep  him  out.  Oh,  Youth,  if  you  could  know!  The  requirements  of 
the  Church  are  the  highway   vo  love  and  to   happiness,  with   guard  rails 
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securely  in  place,  with  guide  posts  plainly  marked,  and  with  help  along  the 
way.  How  unfortunate  to  resent  counsel  and  restraint.  How  fortunate  are 
you  who  follow  the  standards  of  the  Church,  even  if  just  from  sheer 
obedience  or  habit.  You  will  find  a  rapture  and  a  joy  fulfilled. 

Be  patient  with  your  parents  They  love  you  so  deeply.  They  are 
emotionally  involved  with  you,  and  they  may  become  too  vigorous  as  they 
set  their  guidelines  for  you  to  follow.  But  be  patient.  Remember,  they  are 
involved  in  a  big  do-it-youself  child-raising  project,  and  this  is  their  first 
time  through.  They  have  never  raised  a  child  just  like  you  before. 

Give  them  the  right  to  misunderstand  and  to  make  a  mistake  or  two. 
They  have  accorded  you  that  right.  Recognize  their  authority.  Be  careful 
for  their  discipline.  Such  discipline  may  ret  you  on  the  path  to  greatness. 

An  example  of  what  a  little  discipline  can  do  is  found  in  the  com- 
ment President  McKay  made  at  Merthyr  Tydfil  in  1963.  "I  was  reminded," 
he  said,  "of  a  visit  I  made  home  when  I  was  in  college.  Mother  was  sitting 
on  my  left,  where  she  always  sat  at  dinner,  and  I  said,  'Mother,  I  have 
found  that  I  am  the  only  one  of  your  children  whom  you  have  switched,' 
She  said,  'Yes,  David  O.,  I  made  such  a  failure  of  you,  I  didn't  want  to 
use  the  same  method  on  the  other  children.'"  (Church  News,  Sept.  7, 
1963,  p.  10) 

Be  open  with  your  parents.  Communicate  with  them.  Discuss  with 
them  your  problems.  Have  prayer  with  them  before  a  dating  event. 

Stay  in  group  activities.  Dont  pair  off.  Avoid  steady  dating.  The 
right  time  to  begin  a  courtship  is  when  you  have  emerged  from  your 
teens. 

Heed  the  counsels  from  your  bishop,  from  your  priesthood  and  auxi- 
liary teachers,  from  your  seminary  teacher. 

One  further  thought.  When  we  talked  about  my  giving  you  an  auto- 
mobile, mat  was  make-believe.  First,  of  course,  at  that  price  it  had  to  be. 
But  even  if  I  could,  while  you  are  in  high  school,  I  wouldn't  because  I 
think  too  much  of  you.  Your  parents  would  be  very  wise  to  know  what 
car  ownership  in  high  school  contributes  to  school  dropout,  to  broken 
hearts,  and  to  broken  lives. 

We  have  a  son  who  is  driving  now.  We  have  talked  about  a  car  for 
him.  (That  means  he  has  "alked,  and  we  have  listened).  We  have  put  this 
off  by  suggesting  that  if  he  has  a  car  of  his  own  he  must  earn  it.  If  it 
looks  as  though  he  may,  I  suppose  we  will  have  to  pray  that  he  has 
some  kind  of  depression  or  another.  In  the  meantime  we  will  try  as  parents 
to  be  very  generous  with  the  use  of  the  family  car.  We  will  try  to  see  that 
he  is  not  handicapped 

Young  people,  "honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother":  which  is  the 
first  with  a  promise,  "that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee."  (Exod.  20:12) 

I  bear  witness  that  God  lives.  You  are  old  enough  now  to  be  told 
that  we,  your  parents,  are  children  also,  seeking  to  obey  the  discipline 
of  Him.  We  love  you,  our  youth.  But  more  than  this,  we  respect  you.  In 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

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CALLING  ALL  YOUTH  —  PART  III 


Propriety 

in    all    Things 


YOUNG  people  should  understand  propriety  in  all  things  —  not  only 
how  to  dance,  sing,  speak,  perform,  and  participate,  but  how  to 
conduct  themselves  like  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  under  any  and  all 
circumstances,  such  as  while  travelling,  sightseeing,  using  public  rest  rooms, 
eating  in  restaurants,  studying  in  motels  or  hotels,  attending  theatres,  or 
attending  church  meetings  and  conferences. 

Youth  should  never  litter  rest  rooms,  public  buildings,  or  highways 
with  papers,  food,  or  refuse.  They  should  express  appreciation  for  all 
services  wherever  or  whenever  received  —  for  restaurant  service,  service 
station  help,  etc.  It  is  not  polite  to  run  in  and  out  of  motel  or  hotel  rooms 
late  at  night,  making  a  disturbance  which  keeps  other  guests  awake.  It  is 
poor  taste  to  display  in  public  affections  for  a  girl  friend  or  a  boy  friend. 
A  young  lady  and  young  gentleman  will  not  indulge  in  loud  talk,  profanity, 
or  rowdy  behaviour  since  it  detracts  from  an  otherwise  wholesome  ap- 
pearance; neither  will  they  whisper  or  talk  in  Church.  When  attending 
school,  young  people  who  wish  to  study  together  should  do  so  in  the 
school  library  or  in  places  conductive  to  good  study. 

Youth  group  functions  should  have  sponsors  or  chaperones  always 
present  to  provide  security,  guidance,  and  direction  so  that  all  of  youth's 
experiences  will  be  happy  ones.  It  is  a  mark  of  consideration  and  gracious- 
ness  to  express  appreciation  tor  the  presence  and  guidance  of  hosts  and 
chaperones  at  such  functions.  They,  too  appreciate  thoughtfulness;  it 
makes  them  feel  welcome  and  wanted. 

To  make  dating  wholesome,  purposeful,  protected,  and  really  en- 
joyable experiences  for  young  people,  the  Church  recommends  the  follow- 
ing safeguards. 

There  should  be  no  dating  before  the  age  of  sixteen.  Up  to  this  time, 
social  life  should  be  limited  to  group  activities.  Variety  in  dating  is 
desirable.  Double  dating,  triple  dating,  or  group  parties  build  new  friend- 
ships and  enhance  the  old.  It  is  exciting  and  fun  to  trade  dances,  and  this 
offers  the  opportunity  for  more  associations  and  a  greater  choice  of 
"dating"  friends. 

All  events  planned  for  the  regular  weekly  MIA  night  are  no-date 
events.  Dances  held  on  other  occasions  may  be  date  affairs  for  those  over 
sixteen  years  of  age,  younger  members  fourteen  to  sixteen  years  of  age 
may  attend  but  should  come  in  groups  without  dates.  In  such  cases,  the 
boys  and  girls  should  be  brought  by  their  leaders  or  selected  parental 
chaperones  who  should  remain  with  the  group  during  the  dance  or 
social  and  return  the  youth  to  their  homes  at  the  conclusion  of  the  event. 
Young  people  twelve  to  fourteen  years  of  age  are  not  invited  to  attend 
these  events. 

Steady  dating  during  the  early  dating  years  should  not  be  practiced. 
If  steady  dating  is  carried  on  in  the  late  teens,  regardless  of  worldwide 
customs  it  should  be  with  full  observance  of  the  customs  and  manners  of 
polite  society,  moral  behaviour,  and  church  standards.  All  dating  should 
be  an  opportunity  to  broaden  one's  circle  of  friends  and  companions. 
The  selection  of  a  life's  partner  can  be  made  more  wisely  when  many 
associates  are  available  during  courtship. 

Necking,  petting,  intimacies,  and  improprieties  of  every  kind  should 
not  be  indulged  in  at  any  time  in  dating  or  in  courtship.  Love  and 
affection  are  precious,  and  virtue  must  never  be  placed  in  jeopardy.

MIND  EMPTYING

TN  an  important  eastern  business  office,  I  recently  watched  the  operation 
•*■  of  a  gaint  data  processing  machine  on  which  the  firm  using  it  paid 
$750,000  per  year  rent.  To  be  worth  such  a  great  sum  this  machine  must 
be  very  effectively  operated.  Then  it  occurred  to  me  that  our  most  impor- 
tant job  comes  in  the  proper  operation  of  our  own  mental  machinery.  A 
prominent  British  neurophysicist  said  that  no  one  could  construct  an 
electronic  computer  for  three  billion  dollars  equivalent  to  the  human  brain. 

If  properly  managed  the  human  mind  can  do  some  of  the  most  won- 
derful things.  It  can  transform  an  individual  into  a  great  artist  or  a 
great  scientist  or  a  great  philosopher  or  what  is  even  more  important  a 
great  human  being.  But  if  this  great  resource  goes  unused  it  soon  dete- 
riorates. When  one  stops  eating  his  stomach  shrinks,  his  body  gets  thin 
and  his  personality  loses  its  colour.  When  one  stops  thinking  or  thinks  the 
wrong  kind  of  thoughts  his  entire  life  suffers  a  decline  in  value. 

However,  the  most  effective  mind  management  does  not  come  by 
merely  getting  things  into  our  brains.  It  is  frequently  much  more  impor- 
tant to  be  able  to  get  things  out  of  our  brains. 

One  cannot  fill  a  bucket  with  oil  that  is  already  full  of  water  without 
emptying  the  bucket.  And  before  the  right  things  can  be  gotten  into  the 
mind,  the  wrong  things  must  be  gotten  out.  I  have  an  adding  machine  with 
a  lot  of  little  windows  where  numbers  pop  in  and  out  as  the  machine  is 
used. 

However,  before  it  can  get  the  right  answer  to  any  problem  it  must 
first  be  cleared  of  the  numbers  from  the  last  problem.  The  adding  machine 
is  never  ready  to  work  until  a  zero  shows  up  in  every  window.  But 
our  minds  operate  in  about  that  same  way.  A  bad  mental  attitude  already 
in  the  mind  can  make  any  future  answers  completely  undependable. 

It  is  impossible  for  one  to  be  healthy,  successful  or  wise  while  his 
mind  is  filled  with  old  hates  that  are  pouring  poison  into  his  system.  A 
little  bitterness  lodged  in  the  mind  closely  resembles  an  infected  tooth. 
From  one  location  the  poison  may  go  all  through  the  system.  The  problem 
may  be  in  one  place  while  the  pain  shows  up  in  another. 

One  of  the  most  effective  success  device  is  to  know  something  about 
mind  emptying.  We  need  to  be  able  to  unbitter  ourselves.  In  recent  years 
a  great  science  has  grown  up  called  psychosomatic  medicine.  It  has  to  do 
with  bodily  disorders  that  are  induced  by  mental  emotional  disturbances. 

Dr.  Gordon  Hopple  once  said,  "The  more  I  practice  medicine,  the 
more  convinced  I  become  that  there  is  more  sickness  in  mind  than  in 
bodies."  He  said,  "Oh,  the  physical  symptoms  are  real  enough,  but  the 
trouble  starts  up  here,"  and  he  tapped  his  forehead. 

Some  time  ago,  a  clothing  manufacturer  said  that  every  night  before 
hanging  up  one's  clothing,  he  should  empty  his  pockets.  If  one  leaves  a  lot 
of  heavy  things  in  his  pockets,  the  constant  strain  will  pull  the  cloth  out  of 
shape  and  make  the  clothes  baggy  and  unsightly.  And  for  similar  reasons 
people  should  also  empty  their  mental  pockets  occasionally. 

Each  night  we  should  lay  out  on  top  of  the  dresser  all  of  the 
troubles  that  have  accumulated  during  the  day.  And  if  we  desire  to  save 
our  souls,  we  should  also  clean  out  our  hearts  once  in  a  while.  Many 
people  have  carried  their  burdensome  sins  around  with  them  for  such  a 
long  time  that  their  souls  have  become  lopsided  and  ugly. 
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It  doesn't  do  us  much  good  for  God  to  forgive  us  unless  we  forgive 
ourselves.  Or  what  good  does  it  do  us  if  God  gets  our  evil  out  of  his  mind, 
if  we  keep  running  it  through  the  delicate  tissue  of  our  own.  Horace  once 
said,  "Unless  the  vessel  itself  is  clean  whatever  is  poured  into  it  will  turn 
sour." 

Some  of  our  greatest  disasters  are  caused  when  we  get  evil  into  our 
lives  that  we  can't  get  out.  The  scriptures  make  it  clear  that  no  unclean 
thing  can  enter  God's  presence.  What  a  ridiculous  situation  it  would  be  to 
have  a  lot  of  people  in  heaven  who  couldn't  quit  smoking  or  drinking 
or  being  untruthful. 

Try  to  think  of  a  heaven  filled  with  immorality,  selfishness  and  hate. 
One  ot  the  functions  of  hell  is  to  burn  sin  out  of  those  who  can't  get  it 
out  of  themselves.  When  all  other  means  have  failed,  the  purifying  fire  of 
suffering  is  the  only  detergent  strong  enough  to  cleanse  us.  In  other  words, 
hell  is  God's  establishment  to  empty  the  minds  for  those  who  can't  do 
the  job  by  themselves. 

But  what  a  thrilling  opportunity  we  have  at  the  end  of  each  day,  to 
get  down  on  our  knees  before  God  and  by  His  great  programme  of  repen- 
tence,  empty  our  souls  of  evil. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  Ann  Temple's  great  poem  entitled 
THE  KNEELING  CAMEL.  She  says: 

The  camel,  at  the  close  of  day 

Kneels  down  upon  the  sandy  plain 
To  have  his  burden  lifted  off 

And  rest  to  gain. 


My  soul,  thou  too  shouldst  to  thy  knees 
When  daylight  draweth  to  a  close, 

And  let  thy  Master  lift  thy  load 
And  grant  repose. 


Else  how  canst  thou  tomorrow  meet, 
With  all  tomorrow's  work  to  do, 

If  thou  thy  burden  all  the  night 
Dost   carry  through? 


The  camel  kneels  at  break  of  day 

To  have  his  guide  replace  his  load. 

Then  rises  up  again  to  take 
The  desert  road. 


So  thou   shouldst   kneel  at  morning's  dawn,

ELDER  ANTOIN  R.  IVINS,  a  member  of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy 
of  the   Church   of  Jesus   Christ   of  Latter-day   Saints,   has   devoted  a 
lifetime  of  service  to  the  Church  since  his  youth. 

Antoine  Ridgeway  Ivins  was  born  May  11,  1881  in  St.  George,  Utah, 
a  son  of  Anthony  W.  and  Elizabeth  Ashby  Snow  Ivins.  The  Ivins  family 
consisted  of  four  boys  and  five  girls.  Antoine  was  the  oldest  boy. 

When  he  was  15,  the  family  moved  to  Colonia  Juarez,  Chihuahua, 
Mexico,  where  his  father  directed  church  activities  in  that  area.  His  father 
later  became  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles,  and  a  counselor 
to  Heber  J.  Grant,  President  of  the  Church. 

Elder  Ivins  was  educated  in  St.  George,  Utah,  at  Juarez  Academy  in 
Chihuahua,  The  School  of  Jurisprudence  in  Mexico  City,  University  of 
Michigan,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah. 

For  several  years  after  his  marriage  to  Vilate  Ellen  Romney  in  1912 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple,  they  operated  a  livestock  ranch  at  Enterprise, 
Utah,  until  he  was  called  by  the  church  to  direct  the  agricultural  division 
of  the  Lund  Home  for  Boys  in  Centerville,  Utah. 

A  year  later,  he  was  appointed  manager  of  the  church-owned  sugar 
plantation  at  Laie  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  for  10  years. 

He  was  named  president  of  the  Mexican  Mission  and  a  member  of 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy  in  1931.  He  directed  the  mission  for  three 
years  before  returning  to  church  headquarters  in  1934. 

Since  his  release  from  this  mission,  he  has  spent  his  time  in  the  work 
of  the  Quorum  of  the  Seventy.  Elder  Ivins  speaks  and  writes  Spanish 
well  and  has  spent  many  months  in  translating  books  and  pamphlets  from 
English  into  Spanish  for  use  in  the  mission  field.  With  Eduardo  Balderas. 
he  has  translated  the  temple  ceremony  into  Spanish.  For  several  years  he 
acted  as  treasurer  for  the  Great  Salt  Lake  Council  of  Boy  Scouts. 

He  has  always  been  a  man  of  unquestioned  honesty  and  integrity.  He 
is  completely  loyal  to  the  Church  and  its  teachings.  In  his  sincere  manner, 
he  is  constantly  trying  to  impress  upon  his  family  and  their  associates  what 
adherence  to  the  principles  of  the  gospel  will  mean  to  them  and  the 
advantages  he  knows  will  come  from  Church  Participation.*

Youth.  Convention  '67 

IT'S  hard  to  believe  but  Youth  Convention  time  is  almost  here  again, 
and  it  promises  to  be  every  bit  as  good  and  in  many  ways  better  than 
it  was  last  year.  The  South  African  Mission  MIA  Youth  Convention 
is  not  entirely  unique  but  it  does  have  its  distinguishing  features.  One  of 
the  most  outstanding  is  that  there  are  few  other  missions  throughout  the 
world  which  are  spread  out  enough  so  that  some  of  the  youth  travel  up- 
wards of  1,000  miles  by  car,  train,  plane  or  some  other  means  of  trans- 
portation to  attend  a  youth  convention. 

The  Church  realizes  that  its  youth  are  the  building  blocks  of  society; 
the  potential  leaders  of  the  Church  and  the  world.  What  the  youth  learn 
today  is  a  good  indication  of  how  we  will  live  tomorrow.  An  eminent 
statesman  in  the  United  States  once  wrote : 

"If  we  work  upon  marble  it  will  perish;  if  upon  brass,  time  will 
efface  it.  If  we  rear  temples  they  will  crumble  into  dust.  But  if  we  work 
upon  immortal  minds,  imbue  them  with  principles  with  a  just  fear  of  God 
and  love  of  fellow  men,  we  engrave  upon  those  tablets  that  which  time 
cannot  efface  and  which  will  endure  through  all  eternity."* 

This  is  the  reason  that  the  Church  as  a  whole  pays  so  much  attention 
to  the  youth,  and  why  the  South  African  Mission  MIA  sponsors  a  conven- 
tion for  the  youth  of  the  Mission.  Of  course  there  are  other  benefits  other 
than  having  our  minds  imbued  "with  principles  with  a  just  fear  of  God 
and  love  of  fellow  men."  The  mission-wide  Youth  Convention  provides 
us  with  an  opportunity  to  meet  old  friends  and  make  new  ones  from  all 
over  Southern  Africa.  It  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  grow  through  com- 
petition with  our  friends  and  individually  against  others  throughout  the 
Mission.  Some  of  the  competitions  this  year  will  be  music  writing  on  any 
theme,  poetry  writing  and  speech  competition  on  the  theme  of  the  con- 
vention (Alma  37  :  53),  badge  and  poster  competitions,  a  photography  con- 
test with  the  theme  being  on  the  spirit  of  the  convention,  and  of  course 
volley  ball.  Something  new  has  been  added  this  year  to  the  volley  ball 
competition.  In  addition  to  the  choosing  of  an  all  star  team  a  plaque  will 
be  presented  to  the  most  valuable  player  in  the  competition. 

The  convention  will  start  Thursday  evening,  March  23  with  a  three 
act  play  entitled  "Post  Horn  Gallop,"  an  English  comedy  put  on  by  the 
Transvaal  District  MIA.  Friday  will  be  filled  with  cultural  lessons  covering 
such  topics  as  law  and  psychology,  a  fashion  show  and  a  hair  styling  de- 
monstration, the  speech  competition,  and  in  the  evening  the  Easter  Cantata 
will  be  presented  by  the  Transvaal  District  Choir  directed  by  Brother 
Johann  Brummer. 

The  volley  ball  competition  is  scheduled  for  1.00  p.m.  on  Saturday, 
leaving  the  morning  free.  Ancient  Greece  will  be  the  setting  for  the  banquet 
and  dance  that  evening.  The  supper  will  be  served  out  on  the  patio  and  if 
all  goes  well  the  main  course  of  the  meal  will  be  lamb,  roasted  on  the 
the  spit. 

Sunday  should  turn  out  to  be  a  fitting  climax  to  a  wonderful  conven- 
tion. The  morning  will  start  out  with  Priesthood  meeting  for  the  men  and 
Question  Box  for  the  girls,  after  which  the  rest  of  the  morning  will  be 
taken  up  by  the  testimony  meeting  which  always  helps  to  tie  us  closer 
together  through  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  The  closing  session  of  the  con- 
vention will  be  that  afternoon. 

Since  it  is  right  around  the  corner,  the  MIA  would  like  to  have  us 
send  our  money  in  and  make  arrangement  for  housing  as  soon  as  possible.

Mowbray's 

New 
"Cumorah"

npHE  Church  celebrates  its  fiftieth  year  as  a  property  owner  in  South 
-*-  Africa  with  the  opening  of  the  new  "Cumorah"  Chapel  in  Mowbray, 
Cape  Town. 

The  property  was  originally  a  stately  old  home  built  by  Colonel  Frank 
Rhodes,  the  brother  of  Cecil  John  Rhodes,  founder  of  Rhodesia,  and  was 
the  first  property  to  be  purchased  by  the  Church  on  the  African  Continent. 
In  addition  to  the  house  was  a  tennis  court,  surrounded  by  blue  gum  trees 
on  the  Main  Road  side  of  the  building.  This  purchase  was  made  possible 
by  the  tithe  rendered  by  Samuel  Martin,  a  City  Councillor  and  faithful 
member  of  the  Church  when  he  sold  a  very  prosperous  bakery  business  in 
Cape  to  emigrate  to  Zion. 

Before  the  acquisition  of  this  property,  services  were  held  in  the 
bakery  and  later  in  a  small  hall  in  Church  Street,  Woodstock,  and  baptisms 
were  performed  in  the  sea  at  Woodstock.  Following  the  purchase,  the 
services  were  held  in  the  entrance  hall. 

The  house  was  renamed  "Cumorah"  and  for  many  years  was  used  as 
the  Mission  Home  and  headquarters  of  the  Church.  It  has  been  the  home, 
during  their  term  of  office,  of  the  following  Mission  Presidents:  Nicholas 
G.  Smith,  J.  Wyley  Sessions,  Samuel  Martin,  Don  Mack  Dalton,  LeGrand 
P.  Backman,  Richard  E.  Folland,  June  B.  Sharp,  Evan,  P.  Wright,  LeRoy 

Duncan,  Glenn  G.  Fisher,  and 
finally,  for  just  a  few  months, 
President  O.  Layton  Alldredge. 

During  the  term  of  office  of 
President  Nicholas  G.  Smith,  a 
small  chapel  was  built  adjacent 
to  the  house  by  the  missionaries 
and  the  members,  and  for  19 
years,  services  and  baptisms  were 
held  in  this  small  chapel.  In 
1937.  President  LeGrand  P. 
Backman  was  responsible  for 
doing  away  with  the  tennis 
court,  and  raising  a  large  chapel

gether  with  the  small  chapel  and 
Mission  Home,  became  synono- 
mous  with  the  name  "Cumorah". 

"Cumorah"  in  the  Cape  has  be- 
come, to  the  general  public,  syn- 
onomous  with  Latter-day  Saints,  for 
the  saints  have  used  this  name  to 
identify,  first,  their  baseball  teams 
which  won  many  a  league  pennant, 
and  then  more  recently,  its  basket- 
ball teams,  whose  members  were  so 
successful  in  the  national  cham- 
pionships. 

So  it  was,  with  a  feeling  of  sad- 
ness and  nostalgia,  that  the  saints 
held  their  last  service  in  "Cumorah" 
in  August,  1965.  Many  of  the  mem- 
bers were  to  be  seen  wandering 
around  the  old  building,  passing 
their  hand  over  some  well  remem- 
bered piece  of  furniture  with  a 
heavy  heart. 

Down  came  the  building  like  a 
flood,  and  members  seemed  to 
avoid  the  remaining  shell,  as  if  not 
wanting  to  embarass  an  old  friend 
in  her  inability  to  make  them 
welcome.  Then  slowly,  but  surely 
and  faster  and  faster,  overcoming 
all  obstacles,  the  new  "Cumorah" 
rose,  brick  upon  brick,  until  its 
completion  in  November,    1966. 

During  the  erection  of  the 
chapel,  the  builder,  Mr.  E.  Gabion, 
mentioned    that    although    he    had

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build  many  "conventional"  chapels  for  other  churches,  our  "non-conven- 
tional" chapel  was  the  first  one  that  he  had  built  which  was  designed  for 
service.  That  is  perhaps  the  most  distinguishing  factor  about  our  church 
buildings;  they  are  built  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  people  that  meet 
in  them. 

The  new  chapel  now  stands  where  the  old  one  used  to  with  its  soaring 
tower  and  spire  as  a  witness  of  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  Church  in 
this  land. 

The  opening  service  held  on  Sunday,  November  27,  1966  was  attended 
by  one  of  the  largest  congregations  to  meet  in  "Cumorah"  for  many  years. 
Guests  invited  by  the  missionaries,  old  member  and  new  swelled  the  throng 
to  witness  the  opening.  The  speakers  at  the  service  included  Mr.  F.  Lamond 
Sturrock.  the  architect;  Mission  President  J.  Golden  Snow;  District  Presi- 
dent John  T.  M.  Wilson  and  Branch  President  Alvin  F.  Park.  The  Cumorah 
Choir  rendered  two  stirring  numbers,  "Come,  Come  Ye  Saints"  and  "Battle 
Hymn  of  the  Republic." 

The  delay  experienced  in  opening  the  building  seemed  to  have  certain 
compensations,  inasmuch  as  it  permitted  Brother  and  Sister  Samuel  Martin 
Jnr.  to  be  present  as  guests  of  honour  at  the  opening  of  the  chapel. 
Brother  Martin  is  the  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Martin  Sr.,  whose  tithe  fifty 
years  ago  was  so  instrumental  in  the  purchase  of  the  original  "Cumorah", 
and  who  years  later  was  called  to  preside  over  the  South  African  Mission. 

Another  guest  who  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  opening,  but  who 
visited  the  chapel  three  days  later,  was  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans.  He,  together 
with  his  sweet  wife,  took  time  off  from  a  busy  Rotary  schedule  to  visit 
the  new  chapel.  The  only  members  fortunate  to  meet  the  Apostle,  were 
the  Primary  children  and  the  Branch  and  District  Presidencies  . 

"Cumorah"  now  has  one  of  the  largest  chapel  buildings  in  the  Mission, 
and  the  feeling  of  the  saints  is  that  the  Branch  will  continue  to  grow 
from  strength  to  strength.

Relief  Society  has  a  Successful  Bazaar

rpHE  Relief  Society  held  their  annual  bazaar  in  the  Sea  Point  Town 
■*■  Hall  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  December  2  and  3.  There  were  nume- 
rous stalls  filled  with  good  things  to  eat,  to  wear  and  to  select  as  Christ- 
mas presents.  The  husbands  helped  their  wives  to  make  their  stalls  success- 
ful. In  fact  there  were  almost  as  many  brethren  as  sisters  assisting.  The 
cafeteria  was  kept  busy  for  late  supper  and  lunches.  Even  the  White  Ele- 
phant, which  was  located  out-of-doors  was  very  well  patronized.  There  was 
a  fascinating  toy  stall  where  dolls  of  aii  sizes  and  descriptions  were  available

The  MIA  has  been  having  a  busy  time  ever  since  the  new  chapel  was 
opened.  Their  greatest  effort  was  the  Gold  and  Green  Ball,  which  was  held 
on  December  15.  The  theme  had  been  kept  secret,  and  as  a  result,  the 
guests  were  very  surprised  to  find  themselves  in  ancient  Greece.  The 
decorations  were  very  lovely,  and  the  catering  also  was  a  great  success.  The 
most  impressive  part  of  the  ball  was  the  young  ladies  who  looked  so 
elegantly  beautiful  in  their  smart  long  ball-dresses.  There  is  something 
about  long  skirts  that  recalls  the  age  of  gracious  living  and  gives  an  im- 
pression of  feminine  modesty.
